In other words, he is an 
individual who is capable of saying “Viva 
Mexico” and meaning it. By °Viva 
Moexico’’ | mean the republic itself or 
some allegiance to the republic.

Mervyn Dymally, State Senator from

College of Knowledge at SSC, The class, 
called “The Black Man in American 
Politics,’’ will begin Thursday, November

the Civil Rights Revolution and its effect 
on American politics. It will hit such 
points as black power, white backlash, 
and the Left as well as the Right.

who may or may not be Americancitizens 
but are chicanos, or at least they feel 
like Mexican- Americans, 

The history and culture of both north 
and south of the border can be felt by 
all three groups y por eso decimos, 

La Raza Unida’’ (we're all one baby). 
When money and time permits this indi- 
vidual will most likely visit relatives in 
Mexico as opposed to the chicano and 
Mexican-American who will travel about 
in the five Southwestern states, rhe 
Mexican tends to cohabit in the isolated 
Spanish speaking areas because of his 
fluency in Spanish and a strong desire to 
preserve the mother tongue. 

This preference for speaking Spanish 
should not be criterion to being a Mexican 
because in some areas, such as the state 
of New Mexico, nine out of ten Spanish 
surnamed families prefer to speak 
Spanish over English anc many are the 
fourteenth generation from New Mexico. 

Many of these people are the de- 
scendants of the expedition of Juan de 
Onate who came to that area in 1598. 
(Note: before the Pilgrims). 

One of the reasons for retaining the 
Spanish language is that many people are 
in isolated regions, while others are so 
close to the Mexican border that the 
continuity with Mexico is not completely 
broken. 

A similar case exists in South Texas 
with an added difference There the 
proximity of Mexico counts to a large 
extent, but the social distance that has 
existed between the Anglo and any Spanish 
surnamed individual has not been bridged 
significantly since Lhe occupation. 

The common bond that unites the Mexi- 
can with others of the same ethnic group 
is the knowledge that the Southwest was 
once part ef Mexico. In this sense, he 
sees himself not as a foreigner in this 
land but rather as one who has just moved 
north. This person usually sees only 
Mexicans and gringos. (Mexicans being 
anyone from his ethnic group and gringos 
anyone not from his ethnic group, regard- 
less of whether they are \fro- 
Americans, Chinese- 
Americans.) 

So you see, it is somewhat difficult 
for someone who wasnt raised in ‘el 
circulo de la Raza’ (chicanos) of the 
North to identify this individual. Yet in

Mexican-American 


Every Mexican-American is a potential] 
chicano. The Mexican-American ard the 
very phrase ‘‘Mexican- American” separ- 
ates something that is one by following the 
W ASP concept of segregation. Instead the 
chicano merges what is as one by following 
the concept of La Raza. 

The WASP concept of segregation is 
not to mix or add something that is dif- 
ferent from WASP. If it is done, pre- 
cautions are taken to hide that act of 
integration. This concept creates the 
term ‘*Mexican-American’’ which sounds 
—and is — very separate. 

Further, the phrase doesn’t really 
describe Americans of Mexican descent 
because we aren't Mexicans in the sense 
of anallegiance to Mexico. This introduces 
some form of alienation — and this 
alienation breeds apathy. 

Nor are we Americans in the sense of 
the mainstream of Americana-a-la- 
W ASP. 

What it boils down to, is that we are 
only 100 per cent Americans when we are 
obliged to pay taxes and get drafted to be 
sent off to Viet Nam as targets for Charlie 
Cong. 

As to some of the aspects of Mexican- 
Americans, one can say that some see 
an eventual assimilation into this gavacho 
(WASP) society. Others want to maintain 
our separateness along racia: lines, but 
want to ‘“make it’’ in the gavacho system. 
which is very difficu)t for me to under- 
Stand. 

The Mexican-American has a deep 
sense of obligation to this country in 
relation to taxes, being drafted, politics, 
etc. To some degree these people have

Chicanos 


A chicano is a living representative 
of the concept of ‘‘La Raza.” His social 
Stratification may be ‘‘bato loco” (dude 
in the ghetto), or that of a university 
professor of anthropology. As to his 
feeling of his racial heritage, he is more 
apt to be proud of his Indian side than 
his Spanish. This is so because he sees 
the Spaniard as a entremetido (intruder) 
who came and destroyed a people who 
conquered astronomy, and produced a 
calender that is beyond marvel; a people 
who developed pumpkins, squashes, pota- 
toes, sweet potatoes, chocolate, tomatoes, 
peanuts, chile, corn, and avocados that 
were added to the world’s food supply. 

He has the feeling of “mi tierra’ 
(my land) — a feeling of a bond to the 
earth which truly brings out the Indianism 
in him, He will boast of his Indian blood 
regardless of the negative feedback that 
comes with such a boast in this racist 
society. But yet he doesn’t reject his 
Spanish side for he can still rap out in 
Spanish even if it is ‘ten estilo calo’’ 
(slang Spanish), 

A chicano lives in no fantasy of pure 
Mexicanism or Americanism. The Ameri- 
canism that he does have is in many 
instances similar to the Mexican- 
American. The major difference is that 
he will do ‘this thing’? as a chicano. He 
knows that if he goes to Mexico without a 
visa he will get deported and if he stands 
up on a stage and prociaims himself an 
American someone will point out his 
brown-ness as a deterrent from being a 
100 per cent American. He is aware 
that his culture and history preceeded 
that of the gavacho and that he can’t be 
called a foreigner in this land. 

His wrath will be aroused when some- 
one states, ‘‘well the Indians were here 
before you’. To this he answers, mira 
pendejo (look fool!) Indian culture and 
blood are part of me. 

In summation, the chicano is here to 
stay. He will ‘‘make it’? as a chicano — 
not as a gavacho,

The Trap of Lesser - Evilism 


Editor, the Hornet: 

Ron Morgan’s letter to the 
editor (no. 17, 25 Oct.) raises 
some pertinent questions that I 
think merit a reply, Essentially 
his letter amounts to a con- 
demnation of the right-wing and a 
put-down ihe left. To this 
he offers as an alternative the 
‘‘political reality’? of Hubert Hum- 
phrey. This is just the same 
old lesser-evilismtrap. The argu- 
ment for it goes something like 
this, ‘“‘We know Humphrey isn’t 
so hot but we can’t affort the 
luxury of not supporting him and 
allowing Nixon or Wallace to get 
elected.’’ Thenthe lesser-evilists 
go on to tell you how the ‘real 
danger’’ in ‘68 is Nixon or 
Wallace, If you ask how Humphrey 
is fundamentaly any different than 
Nixon they say, ‘‘Well its not 
really Humphrey as an individual 
but the ‘progressive forces’ within 


the Democratic Party that he 
represents.”” The logic of the 
whole thing is that if the 


Democratic Party is in office an 
atmosphere is present where 
change can take piace as 
opposed to the ‘‘repressive’’ at- 
mosphere of the Republican Party. 
Whose kidding who? 

The past record of the Demo- 
cratic Party shows that it is just 
as reactionary as the Republican 
Party. Remember how Johnson 
was the lesser-evil ‘‘peace’’ cani- 
date in ‘64. Do you really think 
things would have been that mucin 
differem if Goldwater had been 
elected? Aliso remember that it 
was under the administration of 
this ‘‘representative of the pro- 
gressive forces within the Demo- 
cratic Party’’ that tanks were 
brought in to shoot up the black 
community. With the exception of 
the Eisenhower years the 
‘‘progressive’’ Democratic Party 
has presided over every war this 
country has been involved in during 
this century. George Wallace 
was a Democrat before he formed 
his own little party. 

The point, however, is that the 
Democratic Party, Republican 
Party, and the Wallacite variation 
of the two represent the same 
class interests, The handful of 
people who own this country run 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties as their means of main- 
taining political control, They do 
all they can to foster the illusion 
that there is a big difference be- 
tween the two parties, The cap- 
italist class would much rather 
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rule by deception as they do in 


this country. It's cheaper. But, 
when this deception fails, they 
are perfectly willing to rule by 


naked force, as was the case with 
Nazi Germany or modern day 
Greece, If capitalism decides 
a repression is in order there will 
be a repression whether Fugene 
McCarthy or George Wallace is 
President. 

Look at the situation lesser- 
evilism has led to, This year 
we have a right-wing racist demo- 
gogue like Wallace’ garnishing 
enough support to put pressure 
on the Democratic and Republican 
parties. Consequently you see 
Happy Hubert and Tricky Dick 
moving farther to the right. Now 
just where does this leave the 
working man, black people, 
chicanos, and the very poor. In 
other words, the people M-. Mor- 
gan, I assume, is concerned about. 
It leaves them completely 
dependent on the whims of their 
oppressor for they don’t have their 
own political parties to protect 
their interests, The Democratic 
Party is ruled by and for the

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Agnew Alive? And Living? At 
San Francisco Victory Dinner

Tickets were $125 per, the 
food was ghastly and the pre- 
liminary speakers were less than 
dull. But that didn’t matter. Every- 
one was there to find out what a 
Sprio T. Agnew is .. .and they 
did. 

The occasion was a ‘‘Victory 
68" fund-raising dinner which 
featured the Republican Vice- 
Presidential nominee as its key 
draw. At $125 a plate, between 
1500 and 2000 Republican sup- 
porters filled the Civic Auditorium 
in San Francisco last Saturday 
night. 

If you have ever wondered what 
people eat for $125 a plate, this 
reporter will clue you in. When 
we arrived at the auditorium, we 
found the ‘‘salad’* already on the 
table , . . it had been for the last 
two hours. It just lay there 
pathetically in its unsavory dres- 
sing crying for an FDA inspector. 
We pushed it around on the plate 
a little and waited for the super 
entree. Here it came, one small 
tough squab (we use the term 
loosely), a few peas and a piece 
of lettuce. We hope it was sauab. 
If it wasn’t they had better take 
a head count on the pigeons at 
Golden Gate Park. Dessert was 
a tart with a crust tougher than 
the squab. 

After that ordeal. even the 
introductions were a relief. Two 
long tables of party dignitaries and 
local candidates were seated on 
the stage. A long-winded speaker 
introduced each one individually, 
being careful to include well- 
planned all-hails about the merits 
of their party faithfullness. 


Agnew’'s Arrival 


Near the end, we could hear 
the sirens in the background, an- 
nouncing Agnew's arrival. There 
was time for Nancy Reagan to 
give her address of welcome. She 
recalled the first time she had 
introduced Agnew during the 
primary campaign. She had ner- 
vously come off with *‘ And now it 
gives me great pleasure to wel- 
come Gov. Reagan to California.” 

George Cristopher, former 
mayor of San Francisco, delivered 
the Agnew introductory speech. 
He presented the Agnew children 
who were in attendance, Pamela, 
Susan, Kimberly and son Randy, 
who had just returned from Viet- 
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nam, Then their father Spiro T. 
was announced. Expectant eyes 
watched the platform but he fooled 
them. He came through the middle 
of the crowd surrounded by four 
secret service men and followed 
by 13 Nixon Girls. 

He proceded to get the audience 
all in a good mood. After greeting 
Nancy Reagan, he said with 
deliberate warmth, ‘“‘What a ter- 
rific team player Kon Reagan is.”’ 
Applause. 

Then to keep them cheerful, 
“I'm getting used to the change 
from ceing called What's-his- 
name to the Lightning Rod.”’ 

He added a well-used Humphrey 
joke, “‘I think Humphrey is gain- 
ing. If he works hard, he may 
even beat George Wallace.”* 

He outlined his speech. He 
was going to talk about America 
at home and America abroad. 


Law And Order 


About violence and civil dis- 
order he said, ‘‘The trouble with 
violence is its limits are not 
predictable."’ Then, ‘‘Some call 
law and order a cover-up for 
racism. Dr. J.H. Jackson has 
said, ‘Without law and order 
there can be no democratic 
society.’ Law and order also 
means justice, compassion and 
honest leadership.”’ 

Alluding to the Cleaver contro- 
versy, Agnew expressed his con- 
servative views. ‘‘It’s time to 
protect young minds from such 
people.’’ Applause. ‘‘Trying to 
learn from such people is like 
taking a bath in a sewer.” 

But he followed this with a 
statement designed to soothe the 
college graduates, ‘‘We in the 
establishment have an obligation 
to regroove communications on 
the campus.”’ 

Jumping from education to eco- 
nomics, he attacked the Demo- 
crats. ‘Humphrey and Mi skie 
are an extension of the old system; 
a system which has brought us 
close to economic disaster.”’ He 
elaborated on the theme of in- 
flation. About the increase of 
prices, trade and employment he 
said, ‘27,5000 lives are a dear 
price to pay for a war just Ww 
boost the economy.’’ 

He listed more economic is- 
sues; the deficit, the gold drain, 
social security. About welfare 
programs, he related his belief 
that more efficient programs 


should be found to handle the 
problem. 


welfare “We should 
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master Charge 


eliminate the wasteful ones and 
redirect the money available so 
that it is not going to overpaid 
administrators but rather to help 
the Negro in the ghettos.”’ 


Foot In Mouth 


With a final reference to his 
economic policy he said, ‘I’ve 
been accused of putting my foot 
in my mouth during this cam- 
paign but that is better than putting 
my hand in your pocket.”* 

His statements on America 
abroad were brief. ‘‘It’s time 
to stop saying what’s wrong with 
America and start talking about 


what's right with America.” 
Applause. 

‘We must never be an aggres- 
sor nation.”” He denied that 


America was an imperialist coun- 
try and emphasized his belief that 
we must protect those countries 
which need our help. 

One of his closing remarks 
dealt with nuclear weapons. ‘‘We 
can never treat nuclear capabili- 
ties as traditional weapons. We 
must continue to exercise restraint 
and compassion in our foreign 
policy.’’ 

Agnew addressed his audience 
from a platform decorated pro- 
fusely with arty Nixon posters. 
The walls were bedecked with 
alternating Nixon and Agnew pic- 
tures. Each place at the tables 
was equipped with Nixon literature. 
It seemed that even though it was 
an Agnew dinner, the guests were 
there to support Nixon. 

What is a spirotagnew. To 
the Republican contingent in San 
Francisco Saturday night, he is 
that fellow running with Nixon.

A spokesman for the SSC drama 
department told the Hornet: ‘A 
modern conception of Lysistrata 
should emphasize war, We need 
to stress constantly the useless- 
ness of war; not just the horror 
of Vietnam, but the very idea of 
War.”’ 


Senate Chairman 


Scenic designer Larry Shumate 
and costume designer Peggy 
Sherman will try to show the 
ravages of war upon Athens and 
its people. Our drama source 
says, ‘“The set will not look neat 
and pleasant, but rather will show 
that the people had no time to 
fix the streets and buildings.’’ 

The 
temple steps are crooked and out 
of joint. 

Aristophanes’s bawdy treat- 
ment of love and war in Lysistrata 
is as relevant today as it was in 

B.C, when he wrote the play, 

In these times when dissenters 
are labeled ‘‘traitors,’’ when 
they’re asked to renounce their 
citizenship, when a presidential 
candidate threatens to run them 
down, it is especially significant 
that this drama could have been 
written and performed at the height 
of grave _ political troubles in 
Greece,

that an engineer’s audience would 
consist primarily of engineering 
Students, it is felt by some a sad 
commentary that only Cleaver, 
Spock and Edwards were “big 
box office’ here during the recent 
racial symposium, 

Active response to campus and 
world issues is made by only a 
few and usually by the same few. 

These few are the chief or- 
ginators and supporters of 
the “Know Credit’ movement 
here. Dissention may be the 
key word both figuratively and 
literally in this situation. The 
goals of the project and means 
to achieve them are continually 
debated among the students and 
leaders of the courses, Willi the 
experimental college develop and 
be absorbed into the regular 
curriculum or will it remain sub- 
institutionalized, appealing only to 
a minority — a special interest 
group? 

Some feel the experimental 
college should be a select — 
dialogue group; others want 


to somehow invoive the entire 
campus. If they decide to appeal 
to the masses, how do they reach 
them? 

At a recent experimental class 
one student proclaimed that ‘‘It’s 
here and its been publicized and 
if they wanted it they would be 
here!’’ Others felt the expiment 
must first get going on its own, 
with only the highly motivated being 


involved and this would, in part, 
solve the dilemma. 
The classes have attracted 


many of the articulate students, 
such as Marianne Von Oven, who 
expressed the belief that the pur- 
pose of the school is to broaden 
the student’s outlook via an ex- 
panded, in-depth curriculum. She 
felt that as long as it exists, the 
non-credited classes will appeal 
only to a proportionally small 
number of students, But, she adds, 
this will cause an evolutionary 
change in the regular classroom 
and this resulting progress will 
render the experimental college, 
per se, unneccessary. 





She used S.F, State as an 
example. There, the concept has 
been in practice for approximately 
three years and the atmosphere 
on campus is much different than 
Sac, State. In this contrast, she 
conceded that there are many other 
factors involved but she believes 
the experimental college there has 
made 4 positive contribution tothe 
schoo! and thus to society, 

Some of the Know Credit 
Students have stated that the 
humanities will benefit more 
directly then will math and en- 
gineering, By this they mean the 
student-teacher relationship and 
subject matter will be proportion- 
ally more improved in humanities 
then in the math classes which, 
by their nature, are highly 
structured and constant, and not 
so needful of change. 

Marianne reminds us that other 
schools have been successful in 
reaching their goals of a relevant, 
dynamic educational system and 
feels ‘‘It’s been coming in our 
direction for a long time.’’

Can New Bus Routes Solve Urban Problems?

Sacramento State College has a 
great deal to do with the first 
new bus line for the Sacramento 
Transit Authority in 30 years. 

Starting November 18, the new 
route, Crosstown No, 9, will bring 
students from the north and south 
of Sacramento to the SSC campus 
in 30 minutes. 

However, there is much more 
behind the new bus line than at 
first appears. When STA general 
manager William D, Bourne re- 
ceived the federal grant to open 
the new line, he asked Dr. Otto 
Butz, academic vice-president of 
SSC, to make a study of the types 
of riders on STA lines and their 
destinations. 


Seeks College's Aid 


With this information he hoped 
to provide indirect social and 
economic benefits to the riders 
of a well-placed bus line. To 
that end were assigned Dr. Carole 
Wolff, sociology, as project re- 
search director, and a staff com- 
posed of three economics 


professors and two business ad- 
ministration professors: Albert 
Gutowsky, assistant professor of 
economics, Milton Baum, pro- 
fessor of economics, William 
Kerby, assistant professor of ec- 
onomics, S. Thomas Cleveland, 
assistant professor of business 
administration, and David Nagao, 
professor of economics, 

Sociology was brought in to the 
stuly because of the many social 
factors that have to measured in 
the new service. For example, 
Dr. Wolff pointed out that some 
people are restricted in their job 
possibilities merely because they 
have restrictions in the transpor- 
tation available to them. 

The economics professors wil! 
lend their skills to the researchas 
will the business administration 
men, who will examine ST A’s book- 
keeping systems. 

The research team is trying to 
find out (1) who is riding the buses 
and why and to what destinations 
they are travelling to and from 
and (2) the most equitable way 
to allocate costs in a public 
bus line, (For example, how much 
should one line cost as opposed 
to another? Other than simple

Initial Surveys 
The project started iasi 
semester and the first survey 
of passengers on all STA lines 
was made last May. The re- 
searchers handed out question- 
naires on buses every day for two 
weeks. 

From this initial survey the 
team learned that approximately 
66 per cent of the riders were 
going to work, 15 per cent were 
on persona! business (doctor, etc.), 
and the remainder were either 
going to school or were going to 
shop. As to sex, the survey 
showed that two-thirds of the 
riders were female as compared 
to one-third male. The largest 
Single age group was from 45 
to 64 years (37%), followed by 
25-44 years (27%) and finally 18- 
24 years, (22%). In occupation, 
66 per cent were employed (in 
mainly white-collar jobs), 17 per 
cent were students and 17 per cent 
were housewives. 

Perhaps the most interesting

South African Racism

Alice’s feature attraction last 
Friday night was Ken Ramkumar, 
who presented his one act play, 
“A Heart Less’’. Ramkumar was 
prompted to write the play because 
of today’s racial unrest, 

The play takes place in South 
Africa in a hospital, where a heart 
transplant has just taken place. 
The donor is a black man and 
the man who receives his heart 
is & white male patient. The plot 
is simple but true to life. It 
deals with the reactions of the 
wife of the patient, Mrs, Moore, 
who does not know how she is 
to love or accept her husband 
now that he has a black man’s 
heart, and with A mage that 
foll =thes éfs ofthe 
blac bias mothef,” who tet 
her son will not rest in peace 
until he is buried with his heart. 

The play is filled with enough 
satire to laugh at the hypocrisy 
of the white man’s prejudice 
against the black man, but not 
80 much that the dramatic impact 


is lost, For example, while the 
patient, Mr. Moore, is re- 
cuperating, his wife is having 


affairs with black natives because 
it’s just like making love to her 
husband (now that he has a black 
man’s heart), except that she finds 
it more ecstatic. 


There is another scene where 
the ghost of the black donor appears 
before the white patient and asks § 
for his heart back.

In the game of football, praise 
readily given to the offensive 
giants who grab the pigskin in 
the end zone or loft the long bomb 
for the T.D. But what about the 
guy on the line who knocks heads 
all week and al! through the battle 
on Saturday afternoon to make the 
big plays possible’ What type of 
glory or praise does he receive’ 

“It's mainly personal satis- 
faction’, says defensive tackle 
Norm Readdy of the Hornet foot- 
ball squad. 

The members of the defensive 
unit work as a unit and are aware 
of the importance of their indi- 
vidual jobs. Keaddy follows the 
philosophy that if he tries to do 
better each week, the team will 
improve a little each week. 

Hornet head coach Ray Clemons 
has created a defense he calls 
“zot’’. It is a stunning type of 
defense which capitalizes on the 
mistakes of its opponents. 

The zot defense is a game of 
guess work and although not al- 
ways 100 per cent right, statistics 
favor zot a percentage of the time. 

With zot the Hornets pian on 
throwing the opposition for a loss 
one out of every three plays. For 
example: The first play finds the 
opposition gaining five yards while 
the second play sees them losing 
five, thus placing them inthe same 
position as before but with a third 
and 10 rather than a first and 10.

WASHINGTON AP — The FBI 
said recently it has more than 
kept up with the nation’s rising 
crime rate, but added that the 
New Left movement “has mush- 
roomed intoa major security prob- 
lem.”’ 

In its annual report, the feder- 
al crime agency said the fiscal 
year that ended last June 30 was 
a period of ‘“‘harsh, unremitting 
challenge for law enforcement.’’ 

But, the FBI said, it measured 
gains in several major areas of

Security Problem’ 


M, Nixon claims that crime is 
running wild and enforcement and 
court procedures haven't been able 
to keep up. 

In a section headed ‘‘ Protecting 
our Internal Security,”’ the report, 
mirroring earlier statements by 
FBI Director J, Edgar Hoover, 
charged that the Students for a 
Democratic Society is at the core 
of student unrest “‘held together 
by a bitter hatred of ... the in- 
stitutions of democratic society.’’ 

It accused SDS of sponsoring 
workshops to teach sabotage and 
how to manufacture explosives for 
possible use against some govern- 
ment facilities, 

The agency also said the Com- 
munist party continues asa danger 
to the nation’s internal security, 
although it has been working to 
achieve respectability in the 
nation, 

The report listed no arrests 
nor convictions in fiscal 1968 re- 
garding internal subversion 
crimes. 

The agency also noted what it 
said was a boost by the Soviet 
Union and several of its allies 
in spying operations in the United 
States. 

According to the report, the 
two Soviet diplomatic missions 
in Washington and New York have 
increased their staffs from 346 
persons in 1964 to 573 in fiscal 
1968. 

Between 70 and 80 per cent of 
these people are involved in in- 
telligence, the FI said, 

If these figures are correct, 
the Soviet Union has between 400 
and 480 spies of various descrip- 
tions in this country, 

Here, too, the report didn’t list 


any arrests or convictions 
but stated “The FBI remains 
alert to this danger,” 

Reporting on its activities 


against organized crime, the FBI

said its probes netted the con- 
victions of 281 figures associated 
with the Mafia crime syndicate 
during the fiscal period. 

This compared with 197 the 
previous year, and in addition 
the report said there were more 
than 675 persons awaiting trial 
on charges growing fromthe F BI’s 
drive against organized crime.

“Let students take care of stu- 
dent problems.”’ 

So says Conrad Mizuno, organi- 
zational intern with the Activities 
Office, referring to his current 
program of initiating organization- 
al aides to act as intermediaries 
between the Activities Office and 
campus organizations. 

Organizational aides will meet 
vith SSC club representatives dur- 
ing the semester to inform them 
of the total scope of services of 
the Activities Office and to offer 
these services in solving club 
problems. 

Since there are approximately 
100 campus organizations, the Ac- 
tivities Office staff has a great 
deal of work in organizing and 
aiding clubs. Margaret McKoane, 
associate dean of students, and 
activities advisors Alan O'Leary 
and Mrs, Myra Long, are providing 
the guidance behind this new pro- 
gram, 

The administration provides for 
one activities director per 5,000 
students. SSC has about 13,500 
Students, thus the present need 
is for more than the two advisors 
available. The organizational 
aides will take some of the work 
load from O’ Leary and Mrs, Long. 

The ASSSC and its activities 
coordinator are responsible for 
coordinating college-wide acti- 
vities. On the other hand, the 
purpose of the Activities Office 
staff is not so much concerned 
with activities as it is in struc- 
turing and stabilizing campus 
organizations. Mizuno stated that 
the Activities Office is ‘‘not a 
watchdog’ but is rather “‘here to 
help.’”’ He also noted that a
